It waa 
not possible, however, to push the 
success much further, as beyond that 
point lay a long, broken ridge, afford- 
ing every kind of natural cover. Of 
this the enemy took the fullest advan- 
tage. I 
Our shells failed to dislodge the 
Boers, and as our infantry moved for- 
ward in extended order, they came 
under a heavy and well directed rifle 
fire, the effect of which was soon ap- 
parent. Gen. White, who was with 
the center, seeing that the troops on 
the right were somewhat pressed, sent 
to their assistance the whole center 
eo.umn, with the exception of the 
Devonshire regiment. 

The battle had then lasted four 
hours, during which the artillery fire 
on both sides had been almost inces- 
sant.
